OYSTER BAY, L. I., Aug. 17~Twenty- 
One warships drawn up tin four parallel 
columns a mile long and including some of 
the best fighting ships in the United States 
Navy, resting on the glassy surface of 
Long Island Sound, composed the picture 
which lay spread out before President 
Roosevelt when he stepped out on the ver- 
anda at his home at Sagamore Hill early 
today. Their brass work shining under the 
slanting rays of the morning sun, gave 
evidence that every ship was spick and 
span for this, the first naval review at the 
nation’s summer capital and probably the 
first ever held for the exclusive purpose of 
presidential honors. 

Commanded by Rear Admiral Parker 
and three other naval officers of similar 
rank, the fleet, comprising two squadrons 
each of two divisions, besides a flotilla 
of torpedo voat destroyers, included a-rep-. 
resentative of nearly every type of fighting 
craft from the ponderous Illinois to the lean 
destroyers. Two parallel columns of 
Luttleships snd cruisers headed by the 
Kearsarge, Tear Admiral Barker's flag- 
ship, flanked by files .of destroyers, com- 
posing the North Atlant® fleet, covered 
the placid sound for two miles off shore 
from picturesque Lloyd's Neck and block- 
ading the mouth of Oyster Bay, presented 
a splendi. marine spectacle, abundantly 
suggestive of America’s sea power 

Clustered in the mouth of the bay rested 
the President's yacht, Mayflower: Secre- 
tury Moody's official craft, the Dolphin, 
and Sir Thomas Lipton’s steam yacht 
Eirin, surrounded by a fleet of steam and 
snliing yachts, gathered to witness the 
iraposing ceremony when the President and 
the fleet officially exchanged greetings.

Shown, He Declares. 

It is objected by the court that the nature 
of the illegal threats and intimidations 
complained of are not clearly shown, and 
it is therefore to be presumed that they 
are not illegal. ‘‘The threat to employ non- 
union men ts not illegal,’’ says the decision. 
“The company has a perfect right to em- 
ploy whom it pleased’ or could. In the 
absence of specified tllegal acts it is pre- 
sumed that the interference was lawful. 
Whether a thing done is lawful depends on 
what is done or threatened to be done. 

“It would be intollerable ff a man could 
he compelled by a court of equity to serve 
another against his will. or if a man could 
compelled to retain in his employ one 
he does not want. Courts of equity exer- 
elise no such power, an dgrant no such re- 
lef ‘.

No feat appears too startling for the modern surgeon. Fail- 
, ing to subdue the paroxysms of tetanus by injections into the 
apinal cord, the doctors at a San Francisco Hospital bored 4 
tiny hole into the patient’s skull.

Perhaps a drop or two so injected 
may do more work than a pint swallowed.

ROME SCENE OF CEREMONY 


What the Pallium Is, Its Significance 
and the Origin of Its Bestowal 
Upon Prelates. 


ROME, Aug. 17.—The ceremony of the 
imposition of the archiepiscopal pallium on 
the Most Rev. J. J. Harty, archbishop of 
Manila, was performed today by Cardinal 
Macchi, in his own private chapel. The 
first chaplain celebrated the mass, Cardinal 
Macchi assisting. 

When Archbishop Harty had been in- 
vested with the episcopal robes and miter, 
the cardinal placed the paHium on his 
shoulders and the archbishop took the oath 
to observe the rules of the church. Mer. 
Edward W. Fowler and Father Zepf ac- 
cepted as witnesses. 

Archbishop Harty during the day paid 
farewell visits to Cardinals Gotti, Ram- 
polla, Respight, Martinelli, Steinhuber and 
Vives y Tuto. 


The pallium, or himation, was to the Greeks 
and Orientals what the toga was to the Romans. 
It was a square piece of cloth worn over the 
shoulders, flowing down bebind and covering the 
breast and arms of the wearer. 

The true significance of the apostolical pallium 
seems to be the representation of the pallium or 
outer garment of St. Peter. The Roman pontiffs 
wear it as a mark that they hold the place of 
Peter, and as the Pope has universal jurisdiction 
over the whole church he wears the pallium at 
all times and in all. places, over his other vest- 
ments. It is granted the other prelates as a 
sign that thelr authority emanates from the 
Pope, the representative of &. Peter, the prince 
of the apostles. 

Though at first the pallium was given by the 
patriarchs to their respective metropolitans, and 
by the Pope to those under his immediate su- 
pervision, yet for centuries, has prevailed the 
custom, long since a law, thet all bishops ask 
the holy father for their palliuma, either person- 
ally or by deputy, within three months of ther 
elevation to an actual archiepiscopal see. 

The pallfum is of lamb’s wool, perfectly white. 

The white wool is emblematic of the purity 
and inaocence of the lives of the prelates of the 
church, the anointed wearers of the palllum. The 
lambs from the fleece of which it is made remind 
them that they have eharge of the lambs and 


sheep of Christ, the souls of men. They wear 
the pallium over the shoulders that they may re- 
memmr to imitate the good shepherd; that they 
may be faithful in going into the thickets and 
deserts of the world in search of the strayed and 
thorn-entangled sheep and bring them back on 
their shoulders to the sheepfold. 

The pallium is marked with the six black crosses 
to show that the responsibilities of the chief pas- 
torship are a weighty burden, a heavy cross, ‘‘im- 
posuisti homines super capita nostra.’’
